THE CANAL TREATY 


Having Been Ratified the United States Will Now 


Proceed to Dig the Big Ditch Which Will 


Unite the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans. 


Washington, Feb. 24.—The United 


States Senate, as forecasted in these 
dispatches, ratified 
without amend- 


ment the treaty with Panama for 
a 


canal across the isthmus of that 
name by a vote of CO to 14. The re- 
sult was a foregone conclusion. 


Fourteen Democrats voted for rati- 


fication and 14 against. 


Two Democrats, Clark of Montana, 


and Stone of Missouri, were paired 
in favor of the treaty, and three Dem- 
ocrats, Overman, McLaurin and Mar- 
tin, were paired against it, so in the 
total vote 1C Democrats were for the 
treaty and 17 against it. 


The Democrats who voted for the 


treaty Avere: Bacon, Cockrell, Foster 
of Louisiana, Gibson, Latimer, Mc- 
Creary, McBncry, Mallory, 
Money, 


Simons and Taliafero. 


The only other vote was on 
the 


amendment offered by Senator Bacon, 
providing for an 
arrangement 
to 


compensate Colombia for loss of the 
territory of Panama. This was 
re- 


jected by a vote of 24 to 49. It was a 
party vote on the affirmative side and 
also on the negative side with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Gibson and Mr. Mc- 
Enery, Democrats, who voted with 
the Republicans. 


READY FOR CONSUMMATION. 
Washington, Feb. 24.—Everything 
ready for the speedy consumma- 


tion of the Panama canal treaty, arid 
both the war and state departments 
have made preparations lor the next 


step, the former by the dispatch, of 
troops to the isthmus and the latter 
by the completion, of 
arrangements 


for the exchange of ratifications 
of 


the treaty. There is ao reason why 
this ceremony should not occur with- 
in the next 48 hours. 


M. Bunau Varilla, the minister from 


Panama, soon after he has made the 
exchange of treaties, will lay down 
his mission. His successor will 
be 


Pablo Arcsamena, the present 
head 


of the constitutional convention.. 


The administration intends to press 


the canal project by all proper meth- 
ods. 
As a cabinet officer expressed it, 


tho next step after the appointment 
of the commission will be "scratch, 
dirt." 


WILL PROTECT CANAL WORKS. 
Washington, February 24.— Senator 


Kittredge of South Dakota, a member 
of the interoceanic canal committee, 
after the ratification of the treaty in- 
troduced a bill to provide for 
the 


temporary government of the Panama 
canal territory and for protection of 
the canal works and for other pur- 
poses connected with the construction 
of the canal. 


The bill was referred to the com- 


mittee of interoceanic canals, of which 
the late Senator Hanna was chairman. 


The filling of the 
vacancy 
has 


caused considerable discussion and it 
virtually has been decided to leave it 
unfilled for the present. 


Senator Platt of New York will be 


the acting chairman.

Lika every other good thing for

There has been for a considera- 
ble period a large export trade in the 
ponies, of which there were at one time 
10,000 in the islands; but, according to 
government returns, the number is now 
about half. In the eighteenth century 
it was possible to obtain a good sheltie 
for about .$12, and the average price 
in 1809 was $3 more. Half a century 
ago a pony could be bought for from $7 
to §20, but in 1871 males ranged from 
S-iO to $50, ^he mares fetching only half 
that sum, as they were not suitable for 
pit work, for which the shelties were 
mostly needed. Since then prices have 
greatly advanced, and large sums are 
obtained for choice specimens of the 
pony, especially when they are wanted 
for children's use. A yearling will now 
command from $30 upward. 


The sheltie cannot be worked until it 


is three or four years old and does not 
reach maturity until it is aged eight or 
nine years.-—Illustrated Sporting Xews.

USEFUL SPRING WRINKLES. 


To t,a.y That Refractory New Carpet 


Smoothly uiid With a Caliu Spirit. 
The secret of carpet laying is simple, 


but it Is all the more worth passing on 
for the benefit of other homemakers. 
All depends on the order in which the 
different sides of the carpet are tacked. 
First, tack across the end of the room, 
across the end of the breadths of car- 
pet—mind, not along their length. Tack 
th'is end firmly and rather closely; then 
'•••ke the opposite end, leaving the two 
Elites loose until the end has been 
stretched tightly and tacked in place. 
By taking the opposite end for the sec- 
ond row of tacks one can pull the car- 
pet true, while the average carpet put 
down by inexperienced hands and tack- 
ed along one end and then down the 
side is very apt to be pulled askew. 
The two ends fastened, the carpet is 
true to the room, and the work ogf tack- 
ing the sides is soon accomplished. 
These do not require tacking as closely 
as the ends except in front of doors. 


Another notion which may have some 


value to the younger housewives is 
this: If the old fashioned rag carpet is 
used in kitchen or dining room—and 
there is nothing which will stand hard 
wear better—do not have it sewed. The 
breadths laid in place and slightly lap- 
ped will stay in place fairly well, and 
they can be lifted and cleaned so much 
more easily that it is worth while to 
leave them loose. When cleaned, each 
breadth should be- pinned firmly on a 
clothesline, with clothespins at 
fre- 


quent intervals. Whip the lower edge 
of the breadth thoroughly and then 
unpin and hang it up by the other 
edge and. whip again. In this way a 
rag carpet too heavy to be well cleaned 
at home can be handled and, got even 
cleaner than is done by the carpet 
cleaning establishments, even by a wo- 
man who has no masculine arm to as- 
sist her.—Amelia H. Botsford in La- 
dies' World.

It purposed to fit young men 
and young women to enter college, and 
its grade of scholarship was high and 
its work thorough. 


Rev. Henry Hervey, father of the 


late Henry M. Hervey, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian chuic^ of this city

memory,, was for 
many 


years at the head of the Martiiisbur§ 
academy, and it enjoyed its palmiest 
days tinder his able and judicious man- 
agement. 


Another son of Rev. Henry Hervey 


Sr., was the Rev. Dwight B. Hervey, 
who for several years, successfully 
conducted the Granville Female col- 
lege, of GranvilTe, O. 


The old Martinsbu'rg academy fur- 


nished valuable instruction, not only 
for the ambitious youth of Knox and 
adjoining counties, hut for pupils from 
all over the state.

Start of Japan's Navy 


How American's Aided the Work. 


Probably no officer of the American 


navy has followed the development of 
that of Japan with greater interest 
than Lieutenant' Henry E. Rboades, 
now on duty at the Brooklyn navy 
yard, for he was officially identified 
with the beginning of the navy of Ja- 
pan as far back as 3808. A reporter of 
the >'ew York Tribune called on him 
recently, and vdioii asked if be ivus not 
one of the American navy officers who 
received appointments in 1808 to aid in 
the organization of the Japanese navy 
he replied: 


"I believe that the credit for the Jap- 


anese navy may be placed to the Amer- 
ican navy officers. It really began with 
the" purchase of the aruiorcUd Stone- 
wall Jackson (later named the Adzu- 
ma; from the United States govern- 
ment in 1SC6, although the con&tmc- 
tion of the naval dockjard at Yokoska 
was commenced in ISGo under the su- 
pervision of a_ French engineer.. This 


ral .it a salary of 42,000 ilznboos (about 
$14,000 United Sti'tes money) a year, 
llis request was granted, and he ac- 
cepted the appointment of Japan and 
remained for about three years. 


"At the same time the American con- 


sul at Hiogo, a German^ whose name 
has passed from me, v*.s appointed 
chief constructor, and to me was of- 
fered the appointment of chief engi- 
neer. For specific reasons I declined 
the office, but did offer to accept serv- 
ice temporarily, and for two or three 
months I gave a group of young Japa- 
nese engineer aspirants such instruc- 
tions as my time would permit in ma- 
rine engineering and gave demonstra- 
tions on the Stonewall, explaining to 
them the mechanism of the engineer's 
department and the operation of boil- 
ers, engines, etc., on a warship and the 
use of tools.

was not completed till }579. It cost 
nearly ?2,500,COO. The Stonewall Jack- 
son was built in France under a con- 
tract with the Danish government and 
was to be known as the Sphinx, but 
as this was about the time of the clos- 
ing of the Scbleswig-Holstein war and 
there was delay in the completion of 
the vessel Denmark became lukewarm 
in carrying out the terms of the pur- 
chase, and the boat passed into the 
possession of the Confederates. 


"She put to sea soon afterward, but 


owing to some derangement of the 
steering machinery she ran into Ferrol. 
Spain, for repairs ia February, 1885, 
where were lying the American war 
vessels Niagara and Sacramento. The 
commander of the American vessels 
allowed the Stonewall to escape, and 
she went to Lisbon and thence across 
tlie Atlantic to Havana. Here she lay 
tmtil after the close of the civil war 
and was then given up by Spain to the 
United States. Later the Stonewall 
was sold to Japan, and she was sent 
over there by the United States under 
command of Captain (now Rear Admi-. 
ral) George Erown and delivered at 
Yokohama in the latter part of the 
spring of 1S68. 
''At this time I was an officer in the 


Asiatic squadron, r.nd my ship bad 
beeii for months at niogo and Osaka, 
where had been the greatest activity 
in connection with the revolution re- 
sulting from the overthrow of the ty- 
coonate. in which I and several other 
officers in command of armed squads 
of sailors took part in defending the 
American legation and other American 
interests at Hiogo following the as- 
sault by Trinc-e. or Dsniio. Keren's 
forces upon an assembly of foreign 
sailors who were quietly observing 
him and his retinue pass through the 
town. 


"Another of our officers was TI. vTal- 


ton Grinnell. a lieutenant in the volun- 
teer navy aud a.nephew. 1 believe, of 
Moses Grip:icll. In March. JS<W, Grin- 
nell wr.s commissioned an ensign ia 
the regular service, but bis commission 
did not reach la:ra till Sate in May. He 
tb'-Ti declined to accent it an<l asked 
for an honorable <3JM-harc<" that be 
mi^ht nrerpt \tn of'T of the .1.1; 
irorf n::::e:-.t of a <. .mr:;«5 ,a ,-,s 


(rrmne.ll and the Hiogo ex-consui gave 
most valuable services. They deserve 
the most credit for their work in Japan 
and in other countries, taking with 
them a number of bright young Japa- 
nese to study construction, armament 
and navigation and the general opera- 
tion of a warship. 


"It may be said, therefore, that the 


Japanese navy had its beginning in 
1SGG and under American instructors, 
ami they have gone on steadily in- 
creasing their armored fleet in addition 
to building up an unarmored fleet, all 
armed with the best rifled guns. The 
first armored ship constructed for Ja- 
pan was built on the Thames and was 
launched in 1877, about six years< be- 
fore our new navy was begun. 'She 
was the Foo-Soo and had a displace- 
ment of 3,738 tons. About the same 
time contracts were made in England 
for the two composite armor belted 
corvettes the Ivon-Go and the Hi-Yei. 
Then in 1SS5 th» Naniwa and the Ta- 
kachiho. built by the Armstrongs iu 
England, were launched. They were 
protected cruisers of -3.700 tons dis- 
placement and eighteen knots and 
were conspicuous in the Japan-China 
W£T.

Letters to Europe In the year 1904 


probably will be better and more ex- 
pcditionsly handled than in any period 
since the United States has had a 
postofllcc department. 
This is duo 


largely to the recent change of the 
sailing day of the American linesteani- 
rrs from Wednesday morning to Sat- 
urday. These vessels formerly carried 
the Wednesday mail«, which are now 
being carried by \Vhite Star vessels, 
and the change has enabled them to 
take charge of the end-of-the-week 
mail, which ia very much the larger. 
How large it is may be judged from 
the fart that every week from .">,000 to 
7,000 bags of mail leave New York for 
Europe, each bag containing from 4,000 
to 0,000 letters and from 200 to 400 pa- 
pers. During the Christmas rush, for 
example, the steamship Philadelphia 
carried 2,000 bags of mail matter on a 
single voyage. 


Under the older arrangements the 


Saturday mail to Europe reached Lon- 
don too late for Saturday distribution, 
and, as there is no distribution of mails 
on Sunday in London, the American 
letters remained an entire day in the 
English postoflice before going onward 
toward their destination. The Ameri- 
can line vessels, however, get the mail 
to London in time for Saturday distri- 
bution. This distribution is very much 
facilitated by the fact that the vessels 
carry an ocean branch of the United 
States postoffice. From the time a ship 
steams out of New York harbor until 
the mail bags are to be forwarded to 
the London office the postal clerks on 
board the ship are busily sorting and 
arranging letters. 


The change in sailing time of the 


American line was made by arrange- 
ment with the United States postofflce 
officials, and aside from other facts it 
is interesting to note that it places a 
large amount of the United States for- 
eign mail under the United States flag. 
Unlike the English government, Uncle 
Sam, however, has always had a way 
of choosing the most convenient and 
quickest vessels for forwarding his let- 
ters, and even now a letter posted in 
England must be marked "Via Ameri- 
can packet" if the writer wishes it to 
take the first ship for America.

•'The rails are light and the ties too 


far apart to bear heavy traffic- The 
former are twenty feet long and usual- 
ly rest on three tics, one in the middle 
and one at each end. In laying the 
ties tie workmen simply cut down 
trees as they went along, splitting the 
logs and laying the round side upper- 
most The rails are insecurely fas- 
tened to the ties and to each other, not 
half the requisite number of rivets be- 
ing used at the ends. 


"To attempt to convey a large body 


of troops over the railway in a lusrry 
would be attempting an impossibility. 
In the first place, the trains canuot con- 
sist of more than four or five cars, be- 
cause of the character of the track. 
Tben. partly for the sanac reason, a 
speed of moch more than twenty miles 
an Loar is cot attainable.
